As to the i seof banana flour for 
brewing purposes, Mr. Kahlke, one 
of the best known manufacturers 
of yeast in Germany, writes in this 
connection : "Banana flour, with- 
out doubt, from its richness in 
stnrch and its good flavor is par- 
ticularly suitable for the manu- 
facture of yeast. This flour iseasi- 
ly rendered saccharine. The yeast 
obtained by adding banana flour 
to the other ingredients has a gofnl 
color, all therequsite properties of 
an excellent class of yeast, and, 
moreover, keeps well. The alco- 
hol obtained from it leaves noth- 
ing to be desired, so that this flour 
may be introduced as an article of 
commerce, and employed without 
any special preparation. Satisfac- 
tory experiments have also been 
made in some breweries, where 20 
l>er cent of malthas been replaced 
by the flakes and flour of bananas. 
The fbivwr of beer was not altered, 
and the quantity of liquid was in- 
creased, and the malt was replaced 
by u less expensive substance.
